Response to Amendment 

1 . The finality of the rejection of the last Office action is withdrawn because the indicated 
allowability of claim 5 is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered reference(s) to Takeuchi et 
al. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections -55 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Takeuchi et al. 
(6,408,142). The developing device which can house a toner cartridge having a tapered portion 
extending from near a front end to near a rear end along a longitudinal direction of an outer 
circumferential portion, and a plurality of rib portions in the form of ribs formed on a region 
extending from the front end to a predetermined position to make a size of the region in a 
direction perpendicular to the longitudinal direction uniform along the longitudinal directions 
comprising a toner cartridge guide inner wall which houses the toner cartridge (figure 3,5). The 
developing device of Takeuchi et al. comprises a toner cartridge inner guide 17a, 17b, 17bl.
